Dear John: 

We telephoned you on March 4, 2003 outlining much of our theory that 
accumulated semi-public and private California pioneer gold dies, hubs, panel punches, 
letter punches, number punches, and other coining equipment previously gathered by 
Kuner and the San Francisco Mint and stored at the Mint ended up at the Philadelphia 
Mint in 1906 or soon thereafter. It was transferred as junk from the San Francisco Mint to 
some facility in Los Angeles immediately after the earthquake and fire in April 1906 to 
make space for the temporary operation of destroyed San Francisco banks. The unused 
$50 slug obverse die with Kuner’s name on it was among them, Some USAOG $20 dies 
were apparently among them as well as panel punches used in making those and other 
dies, Many styles and sizes of letter and number punches were probably im the junk. 
Templeton Reid dies as well as Mass & California dies were apparently among them, 
some unused, spare or rejected, There is no logical way for Templeton Reid dies of'a 
Georgia coiner or Mass & Cal dies from a Massachusetts coiner to get to Philadelphia 
except by way of California. These were some of the items which the Idler-Haseltine- 
Nagy tearn apparently liberated from the Philadelphia Mint for use and dispersion in the 
early 20” century. 

We just found the enclosed article by a John Ford, Jr. in the May, 1930 
Numismatist, pp. 278-279 in which it is stated that the $50 slug obverse die above 
mentioned is now in the National Collection, It also gives date ona related hub 
impression. This article correlates with the above theory. 

Whether an item was cut by Wright and retained in New York or sent to 
California in the 1850s does not affect the existence of Kuner’s accumulated items in 
California at the time of the earthquake. Kuner had died earlier in 1906.

Dear JD: With your data book and your contacts | would like for you to let me know if the socalled restrikes in 
various metals of the 1850 $10 Baldwin Horseman (Kagin p. 367) have the word KUNER cut into the ground 
below the horseman. The restrikes are made from a different obverse and a different reverse die from the 
originals which have KUNER on the ground below the horseman on the obverse (Kagin p. 279). The illustration in 
Kagin is not clear enough for me to determine that. You probably know someone who has a restrike or has a 
clearer picture of a restrike or knows the answer already. | will appreciate your help. Thrive. Eric

Dear JD: The Baldwin horseman "restrike" pictures are great. They match my 
goldine piece perfectly, rust and all. There is a jam up of denticles over the B of 
BALDWIN. Thank you for doing me this favor. | am convinced that this is from a 
spare set of dies made by Kuner in California and never used because neither of 
the original set of dies broke during the genuine minting period. Nagy merely used 
the spare set for souvenirs but fortunately did not have the reeded collar available. 
You know that mint officials never lied as all they did was to create and issue 

a modified statement of facts when it was convenient for them, similar to the use of 
the words "weapons of mass destruction". The perfect examples are the affidavits 
concerning the 1804 dollars quoted in detail in the Appendix to our book on the 
subject. One statement is a positive untruth and the other statements are worded to 
be as deceptive as possible.
